Better ; ; 
to Be now between the state and city officials 
Prepared 5 to which department of government is 
to blame. That, of course, will have to 
be thrashed out in the courts and in the meantime 
other public buildings are going up where there is lit- 
tle, if any, attention paid to ventilation or actual fire 
protection. We mean real fire protection, the kind 
that will protect the inmates no matter how big the 
fire is nor how many there are in the building at the 
time. It is very easy to install fire escapes that will 
allow one to reach safety if they can get to the win- 
dow, but that is not where the great danger lies. These 
fire escapes, of course, help, but all of the big fires 
of recent years, where there have been a number of 
lives lost, show that most of the victims died trying 
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to get to some outside opening other than the eleva- 
tor or stairway, which, on account of the draft, are 
usually the first to be cut off. Panic ensues and the 
victims die like rats in a trap. 

No amount of discussion about who is to blame will 
bring back the lives of those who have gone, but talk 
in the right direction can put a stop to any more of 
these terrible disasters. 

In the buildings now going up it is an easy matter 
for the officials to see that there is ample fire protec- 
tion, for they can go over the plans and when they are 
not right refuse to issue a building permit. The archi- 
tect and contractor are often blamed for the lack of 
fire protection, but they are not to blame in the least. 
Many times their plans include everything to make the 
building safe and sanitary, but to reduce the cost the 
owner cuts these specifications so that he can just keep 
within the law. The great danger is not in the new 
building, however, it is in the old structures, where 
the law seems to be satisfied with a fire escape stuck 
on the outside of the building, without regard to 
whether any one can get to it or not. 

The officials should work with the architect instead 
of against him. They will find him as much, and 
more, interested in safe and sanitary buildings than any 
one else. But above all things “don’t wait until the 
horse is stolen to lock the door.” 








There is probably no one thing in business which 
has caused more correspondence and disputes in busi- 
ness than the question of freight rates. 

A Source of With an extremely few exceptions these 
pues disputes can be laid to the railroad 

Troubles ’ 

companies. One of the most common 
errors is in overcharge, but if a man has plenty of 
patience and fighting blood in him he can finally get 
this overcharge back. The mistake causing more 
trouble than overcharge is that of sending goods for- 
ward collect when they are ordered sent prepaid by 
the shipper. The receiver of the goods at once thinks 
the seller is trying to “stick” him for the freight after 
having agreed to prepay it. He pays the freight bill 
and deducts the amount from his payment of the sell- 
er’s bill. Then, of course, much correspondence fol- 
lows and often the shipper loses a good but cranky 
customer simply through the fault of the railroad 
company over whose lines he shipped the goods. 

In the uniform bill of lading adopted by the trans- 
portation companies several years ago, a place is pro- 
vided where the shipper is to write, “To be prepaid,” 
if he wishes the freight bill to be collected at his end 
of the line. The manifest clerk, sometimes through 
being overcrowded and sometimes through nothing 
but carelessness, does not look the bill of lading over 
carefully and the shipment goes forward collect. 

The consignee could avoid considerable of the 
trouble if he would refuse to pay the freight on goods 
when the bill of lading is marked “To be prepaid,” 
and demand immediate delivery of the goods. He 
should insist on his rights, for the shipper has done 
his part and it is up to the railroad company to correct 
the manifest record. If the consignee will stand up 
for his rights and not throw all the trouble and worry 
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onto the seller, and if every consignee would make it 
a rule to force the railroad company to follow the 
shipper’s bill of lading, there would soon be an end 
to all the trouble. The railroads would not stand for 
the expense of correcting manifests very long before 
there would be a shake-up among the clerks. 








CoMMENTING the other day on a suggestion made 
by our United States consul at La Guayra to the effect 
that experienced trade solicitors might 


el easily acquire a knowledge of Spanish 
soaiaes. and other languages spoken in South 


America and thus become of special 
service to Our domestic manufacturers in extending 
their trade in the low-latitude republics, an eastern 
publication projected its opinion that most salesmen 
of experience have reached an age when study does 
not “come natural’’ to them and that with them the 
acquisition of foreign languages is no easy matter ; and 
it was pointed out that our public and other 
schools ought to pay more attention than they 
now do to _ instruction in the modern lan- 
guages so that the rising generation of sales- 
men will not lack what is more and more becoming a 
prerequisite to the extension of our foreign trade. 


If what “a drummer” who describes himself in the 
publication referred to as a middle-aged man proficient 
in Spanish and who relates his experience, is generally 
true of the South American trade situation, the sug- 
gestion of the American consul at La Guayra would 
appear to be largely superfluous. He intimates that 
American manufacturers cannot be looking for Span- 
ish-speaking salesmen “very bad”—and for this rea- 
son: 

I have advertised in the different papers on sev- 
eral occasions for the last five years offering my 
services as an experienced traveling salesman in 
South America, mentioning that I could speak and 
write the Spanish language fluently and offering 
first-class references. I received just four answers 
in all those years; and when I did call at the re- 
spective offices every one offered me his line of 
samples provided I either bought them outright or 
gave security; and to cap the climax they would 
allow me a certain percentage on all sales and pay 
me my commission after the invoices were paid; in 
other words, I had to assume all] the risks and trav- 
eling expenses besides my labor. Our “enterpris- 
ing’ manufacturers—and one of them is rated com- 
mercially AA1—would surely hire a salesman if it 
did not cost them anything. 

It is more than suspected that this salesman puts his 
finger pretty close to the root of one great difficulty 
in the extending of our trade in the Latin-American 
countries in competition with British, German and oth- 
er foreign manufacturers. The American manufac- 
turers are backward in employing the proper instru- 
ments for “working” that vast territory and apparently 
won’t assume the risks of the exploitation as their for- 
eign competitors do. Then, too, we have not fast, up- 
to-date steamships like our competitors, and Congress 
stubbornly refuses to aid in establishing the right sort 
of service. With few. Spanish-speaking salesmen rep- 
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resenting American houses in the Latin-Americas, with 


“delivery wagons” inadequate for handling any possi- 
ble shipments and with the services of good Spanish- 


speaking salesmen going a-begging in the American 
market, it is no marvel that European manufacturers 
outstrip us down there. Nor does there appear to be 
much encouragement for the opening of modern lan- 
guage schools for the benefit of would-be South 
American salesmen, 








This is the best season in the year for the hardware 
man to do his best advertising. The thoughts of every 
man, woman and child in the country 
— just now are turning to something per- 
Advertiaiag. taining to the hardware trade. The men 
are perhaps planning their farming op- 
erations, or are beginning to think of the new house. 
Or perhaps he is a city man and his house is built, he 
has his fishing tackle to get ready and the well illus- 
trated advertisement of the newest things in sporting 
goods set his blood to tingling. And with the women 
there is the needs called for by the spring house clean- 
ing and the garden making. At this season she will 
watch the hardware ad as closely as her husband will 
the baseball news. And how the little ones will flock to 
the display window to see the line you have selected 
for them! So it’s time for you, Mr. Dealer, to be up 
and doing if you are to get your share of the good 
spring business. Don’t use a two-inch space in your 
local paper informing the public “We sell hardware.” 
Plan a campaign. Buy the goods you know your peo- 
ple want and then tell in a good big space, well illus- 
trated, that you have them. Advertising is not all 
what you do in the paper by any means. You must 
have your store so arranged that the prospective cus- 
tomer who has been attracted by your ad will be 
doubly attracted by the business like appearance of 
your store. Make use of your show windows for more 
people will look at a well displayed hardware window 
than any other line in the retail trade.

DEFECTIVE FLUES AS A CAUSE OF 
FIRE. 





It is a sad commentary on American methods of 
building, American laws concerning building and the 
American habit of carelessness, that defective flues 
should be responsible for twice as many fires as any 
other known cause. It is estimated that 13 per cent 
of the total number of fires annually can be attributed 
to defective flues, with an average property loss of 
about $12,000,000. The destruction of the cotton com- 
press at Laurel, Mississippi, on December 16, 1910, 
with a loss of over $300,000, was due to a little brick- 
on-edge flue through the cracks of which sparks spread 
to the property. The money lost in this fire would 
have paid for the removal and rebuilding of every bad 
flue in the state of Mississippi. Carelessness in the 
construction of flues has become so general in the 
South that the insurance companies have been forced 
to penalize dwellings with improperly constructed flues. 
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In most of the states the charge is 35 cents for each 
defective flue in the dwelling. It is hoped that this 
increase will call the attention of property owners to 
the hazard and lead to its correction, and in the mean- 
time the insurance companies are reimbursed for the 
risks they run by an increased rate.

ARE PLANNING FOR A GOOD TIME AT

The following letter from W. L. Sanford, the Presi- 
dent of the Southern Hardware Jobbers’ Association, 
is another evidence that the Southern Hardware con- 
ventions to be held at San Antonio, Tex., April 26, 
27 and 28, will be well cared for and that the meetings 
will be both pleasant and profitable. As will be seen 
from this letter, there need be no worry about accom- 
modations on account of the United States troops be- 
ing located in Texas. The only thing the people of 
Texas seem to be worrying about is that this added at- 
traction may be gone before the hardware men reach 
Texas. 

To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

I have had communications from a very large num- 
ber of the members of the Association and also from 
the members of the American Hardware Manufactur- 
ers’ Association, and I am led to believe that this will 
be the largest and most successful joint convention 
ever held by the two Associations. I think that at 
least eighty per cent of our members will attend, 
though it is quite possible that even a larger number 
than this will be present. Out of the entire member- 
ship only five or six have stated that they would hardly 
be able to be with us. 

I take this opportunity to say that I have received 
some letters inquiring if the presence of troops in San 
Antonio would interfere with our program. As .a 
matter of fact, the soldiers are not quartered in San 
Antonio and never have been. They are located out 
at Fort Sam Houston, several miles, and this post, as 
you are aware, is the second largest in the United 
States. But the division is not even quartered at this 
post, but are encamped outside the post—that is, sev- 
eral miles outside of San Antonio—and some have 
gone to Leon Springs, about thirty miles away. The 
militia officers, who are witnessing the concentration 
of the troops and the maneuvers, are encamped with 
the troops. 

Some of our good friends are under the impression 
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that the officers are quartered at the several hotels of 
San Antonio and have the best apartments. This doe; 
not speak very well for their opinion of Uncle Sam’; 
soldiers. As an evidence of the fact that San Antonio 
hotels are amply able to take care of the situation i; 
demonstrated this week in their handsome entertain- 
ment of the Cattlemen’s convention, with an attend- 
ance of about four thousand. 

If the Government were to send half its troops to 
the camp ground arotind San Antonio, it would not 
have the slightest effect on the business or social ai- 
fairs of that city, which is hooked up to take care oi 
five or six thousand tourists at any time of the yea:. 
Aside from the number of small but first-class hotels 
there are three, viz.: Saint Anthony, The Menger and 
The Gunter, that will compare most favorably in size 
and appointment with the hotels of Atlantic City or 
elsewhere. 

You will please excuse the space which I have taken. 
but I wish, through your columns, to set the matter be- 
fore the people in its proper light. 

It is a source of great pleasure to the hardware peo- 
ple of Texas to be given an opportunity of returning 
the hospitality which has been so lavishly bestowe:| 
upon them during the past years by the manufacturers 
and the newspaper fraternity of the north and east.

I shall not attempt in this article to be altogether 
original in what I say, but wish to incorporate 
“boiled down” facts from other sources, as well as 
my own. 

Experience has taught me that there are three im-

dow trimmer a chance to show his versatility in han- 
dling, a large amount of small articles pertaining to 
the kitchen. 

It’s not what you put in a display of this nature that 
sells the goods, but rather how it is placed, that the 
goods may be thoroughly examined. 

To overcome that jumbled appearance, the step ar- 
rangement is used in this window, so that few goods 
remain on the window level. A particularly attractive 
background is derived by using black for a center, 
with canary colored puffing, shading into side draperies 
and ceiling of white.

HARDWARE WINDOW DISPLAYS. 





BY JOHN E. HARDY. 
It would seem quite impossible, after so much has 
been said in the columns of the trade magazines, and 
particularly in TH& AMERICAN ARTISAN, to say any- 


portant essentials to be considered above all others 
in placing a window display : 

First—Attractiveness. 

Second—Selling Power. 

Third—Originality. 

Attractiveness must have first consideration, for if 
displays have nothing to arrest the attention of the 
prospective customer, the window certainly can have 
no selling value. Fully seventy-five per cent of the 
decorative features of a display should be devoted to 
treatment of the background, because, being first to 
meet the eye of the passer-by, it either repels or draws 
his attention. Lavish decorations may attract, but 
usually to such an extent as to hold the attention of 
the onlooker, regardless of the goods displayed. 

The selling power is governed according to the 
quality of the display made, keeping firmly in mind 
that it is not how much you put in a window, but 
rather how it is displayed that sells the goods. It is 
not advisable to try to show too many lines of goods 
in the same display, especially if they are of a dis- 
similar nature. For instance, cutlery, chafing dishes, 
coffee machines, bathroom supplies and plated ware 
will work together, but they would not mix with gar- 
den tools, tinware, stoves or builders’ hardware. Make 
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each line as distinctive as possible, that the observer’s 
ind may be concentrated upon some one certain 
rticle. 4 

Price cards are used by many dealers in their win- 
lows and considered an absolute necessity; others 
aroue that it is not good policy. I am not prepared to 
irgue against the idea, but it is a rare thing to see 
, price card used in one of my windows. I feel that 
a sale is more certain if a floor salesman is called 


upon to make a price, explain the quality of the goods, 


etc. 

Window displays inform the public what vou have 
for sale. The next 
most important thing 
is to get the prospec- 
tive customer onto 
the sales floor. No 
sale can be consum- 
mated without this is 
done. 

Last, but not least, 
comes originality in 
window trimming. 
Follow no man’s lead 
in putting in displays, 
unless you are new 
at the business and 
require some coach- 
ing. Get away from 
the habit as quickly 
as possible; devote a 
share of your spare 
moments in studying 
out some idea of your 
own, You may not be 
able to carry your 
ideas through in de- 
tail on the first at- 
tempt. Shoot high, 
and if you miss the 
mark, try, try again. 
Remember that prac- 
tice makes perfect 
and eternal vigilance 
is the price of busi- 
ness success, arid ap- 
plies particularly to 
show window decora- 
tion. When you have 
educated the public to go out of their way to look at 
your show windows you will then know and appreciate 
the great value of good show window displays. 

No man not possessed of patience should tackle the 
job, as it is nerve-racking at times, requiring, as it 
does, both mental and physical energy. 

If drapery is to be a part of the window deco- 
ration, the trimmer should have a good knowledge of 
color combinations, otherwise one part of the display 
will often kill the other, and the result is an unsatis- 
factory display. A natural talent for this class of 
work should be a part of his make-up and, above all, 
he should love the work or he will not be altogether 


successful. 
The quality of many hardware displays at the pres- 
ent writing is far advanced over the work done even

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five years ago. This great changé has come about be- 
cause high-grade window displays are being recog- 
nized today by the best authorities as the highest class 
of commercial advertising. 

I am frequently asked the question if I draw a de- 
tailed diagram of a display before installing same in 
the window. My answer is, “I do not,” but I have 
pretty well fixed in my mind the style and character 
of center to be placed in background; I invariably 
know this much for a certainty before starting the 
work. There are instances in which I have mapped 
out my work still farther, but rarely on paper. On 
account of the quan 
tity and the irregular 
shapes of articles to 
be used, it would be 
quite impossible to 
make a map of the 
work. 

When the center 
piece is installed, | 
simply build up the 
balance of the “pic- 
ture” as I go along. 
Every effort is bend- 
ed toward making 
the background the 
most attractive part 
of the exhibit, not 
forgetting, however, 
that the foreground 
also must be taker 
care of. 

Attaching articles 
to the background 
with nails, screws or 
tacks is necessarily a 
slow and tedious 
process and con- 
sumes much time if 
the exhibit is of 
small articles, like 
tools, builders’ hard- 
ware or kitchen 
ware. It takes from 
two to three days to 
properly install one 
of my displays. Fre- 
quent interruptions 
often lengthen the time of placing, if the display is in 
any way elaborate. 

I am also asked the question of how long I let a 
display stand before making a change. Contrary to 
all rules and regulations that I have read in trade 
magazines, I do not have a regular or stated time to 
make a change. I have had displays stand for from 
two to three months, and with the exception of slight- 
ly changing the foreground once in a while and fresh- 
ening it up a bit, I have found the display to still be 
a trade getter at the end of that period. 

High-grade displays placed in large windows can- 
not be changed as often as ordinary displays in small 
windows. This leads me to say that one good display 
is worth a dozen poor or indifferent ones. The higher 
grade your efforts, the longer they will stand. It has 
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been truthfully said that the smaller tlic town, or place, 
ihe more frequent should changes in displays be made. 

Make your displays seasonable. If you have plenty 
of windows and are in a growing community, see that 
builders’ hardware and tools are kept in the fore- 
ground a greater portion of the time. Sandwich in 
other lines that have no season to break the monotony. 
See that your windows are well lighted, not forgetting 
to use frosted globes where the light is directly in 
line with the eye of the observer. 

It seems quite unnecessary to say that everything 
in the display should be kept free from dust and the 
plate glass well polished at all times. Cleanliness adds 
much to the advertising value of any window display. 

The trimmer, or rather window decorator, should 
not try to trim a window just to suit his own fancy al- 
together, but bear in mind that the buying public, 
above all others, is to be considered and suited. 

Before closing this article I believe it pertinent to 
say that I have been in the hardware business since 
1878, something over thirty-three years, and, until 
about eight years ago, never knew what the interior 
of a show window looked like. It was only by chance 
that I was made an assistant to the regular trimmer, 
and, on his leaving, I was placed in full charge of 
four windows. Prior to my being placed in charge of 
the trimming, the displays were made in the windows 
with plain white walls. I remember distinctly of 
having had the interior of all the windows painted 
white, with the idea of continuing along the lines fol- 
lowed by the former trimmer. The painting was no 
sooner finished than I conceived the idea of using a 
cloth drapery on the bare walls, and have continued 
to do so up to the present time. 

I believe that I can say, without conceit, that I have 
been successful—far more so than I ever anticipated.

Charles Elliott Mitchell, president of the Stanley 
Rule & Level Company, New Britain, Conn., died at 
his home in that city very suddenly Friday, March 
17. His death was due to apoplexy and came with- 
out warning. He had attended to his business at the 
office of the company as usual that day and left for his 
home that evening in his usual health, so his death 
was a great shock to his friends. 

Charles E. Mitchell was the son of Mr. and Mrs. 
George H. Mitchell and was born in Bristol, Conn., 
May 11, 1837. His grandfather on his mother’s side 
was Rev. Thomas Hooker, the original settler of Hart- 
ford, Conn., and the Mitchell family has long been 
prominent in the social and business affairs of the east. 
Mr. Mitchell attended school at Williston Seminary, 
Brown University and the Albany Law School, where 
he took up the study of law, and was admitted to the 
bar in 1864. 

Mr. Mitchell was one of the attorneys who drew up 
the papers for the incorporation of New Britain as a 
city in 1870 and was made its first City Attorney, in 
which capacity he supervised the preparation of the 
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code of by-laws for the city government. In 1880 he was 
elected to represent New Britain in the Legislature 
and was re-elected to this office in 1881. 

In deciding on a branch of law of which he might 
make a special study, Mr. Mitchell selected patent law. 
In his practice in this branch of the legal profession 
he won a national reputation and in 1889 was appoint- 
ed United States Commissioner of Patents by Presi- 
dent Harrison. He resigned this position in 1891 to 
devote his time to his private practice and was con- 
nected with a great many of the important patent cases 
of the country. 

In 1902 Mr. Mitchell retired from the practice of 
law and gave his attention to his duties as president of 
the Stanley Rule & Level Company, to which office he 
was elected in 1900. : 

Mr. Mitchell had been an active man all his life and 
was interested in many public institutions, among them 
being The Young Men’s Christian Association of New 
Britain, and was its president for some time. He was a 
member of the Congregational church, the American 
Bar Association,. the Association of the Bar of the 
State of New York, Hartford County Bar, Century 
Association, University Club, Hardware Club, New 
Britain Club, New Britain Society and the New Brit- 
ain Business Men’s Association. In all of these bodies 
he took an active interest, as he did in everything with 
which he was connected. His keen judgment, wise 
counsel and cheerful presence will be missed by his as- 
sociates in business. He is survived by his widow and

THE ENGINEERING DEPARTMENT OF THE 
FEDERAL FURNACE LEAGUE. 





Dr. Wm. F. Colbert, Heating Engineer for the Fed- 
eral Furnace League, has prepared the following out 
line of the work being done by the Engineering De 
partment of the League. As will be seen by Dr. Col 
bert’s article, this department is no longer an experi 
ment and it is becoming of great assistance to fur 
nace dealers who are not sure about the size and kind 
of furnace necessary to heat a given building. 

On November Ist, 1910, the Federal Furnace League or 
ganized an Engineering Department for the purpose of pre 
paring, on order of the members of the League, plans or 
specifications for heating and ventilating buildings with warm 
air furnaces. 

The Engineering Department down to the time of writ 
ing has prepared plans for heating and ventilating schoo! 
buildings (from 2 to 16 class rooms), churches, apartment 
buildings, factory buildings, business buildings and large and 
small residences in Arkansas, Connecticut, North Carolina 
New Jersey, New York, Ohio, Pennsylvania, South Carolina 
Texas, Virginia, Wisconsin, England and Russia. 

The variety in size and type of buildings, for the heat 
ing and ventilating of which plans have been prepared, illus 
trates the wide field that is open to the energetic furnace 
man. The cost of the plans or specifications to the manufac 
turer has been low and the money apparently was well in 
vested, for we have yet to hear of a case where the retail 
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dealer failed to land the contract for which the plan was 
prepared. 

The results of this experiment, for the Engineering De- 
partment was at first organized as an experiment, have con- 
vinced us that we have found another method of serving 
furnace manufacturers, retail furnace dealers and the public, 
which is the purpose for which the League was organized. 
And now that it has been demonstrated that an Engineering 
Department is a real aid in carrying out the purposes of the 
Federal Furnace League, the facilities of the department will 
be increased if necessary, to insure prompt service. 

Although there has been plenty of work for the present 
organization, the writer believes that the ultimate purpose of 
the Department, helping the retail furnace dealer, cannot be 
fully realized unless the dealer knows that the Department 
exists and, through the members of the League, uses it to 
advance his business interests. 

The furnace man owes it to himself, his customer and 
to the entire industry, that there shall not be any doubt con- 
cerning the correctness of any important furnace installation 
for which he has or hopes to secure the contract. 

When in doubt about the proper way to run piping, etc., 
in a building, the best thing the dealer can do is to put the 
problem up to the manufacturer before going ahead with the 
work, not after the job is done and a complaint made by the 
owner. 

Even though the dealer goes back to a job and makes it 
right, regardless of cost to him, the owner has suffered much 
inconvenience while waiting for his heating system to be made 
right and it is only natural that he does not feel as enthusias- 
tic over his heating plant as he would had the job been care- 
fully planned and installed absolutely right at first. 

A cool million spent in advertising the advantages of 
proper furnace heating would not permanently increase the 
furnace business, unless it is the rule that furnaces are prop- 
erly installed and “comebacks” are as rare as millionaire tin- 
smiths. 

The Federal System of Heating and Ventilation is the 
cyntribution of the Federal Furnace League toward bringing 
ahout this desirable condition in the furnace industry. 

When the heating requirements of a building are esti- 
mated and the piping and registers installed according to the 
directions of the Federal System and a furnace of the prop- 
er Federal Heat Unit rating is set up in the cellar, with the 
chimney flue, cold air supply, etc., of the sizes given in the 
tables, the dealer will not have to wonder whether that north- 
west room is going to be warm. He will know that if it isn’t 
warm he can make it hot for someone—and we don’t expect 
to sweat even a little bit. 

The specifications and plans prepared by the Engineering 
Department of the League are based on the Federal System, 
and aside from their value in helping to land contracts and 
for reference in laying out future furnace jobs, there is no 
doubt that a plan for heating and ventilating a building with 
which the dealer is familiar will enable him to more readily 
understand the new book of the Federal Furnace League 
when it comes to hand. 

As every reader knows, there have been enormous strides 
forward in medical knowledge in recent years. This rapid in- 
crease in knowledge is directly due to the modern organiza- 
tion of the medical profession. The research specialists work 
in great laboratories and as they discover new facts they try 
them out and then give them to the practicing physician to 
use in his everyday work.

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WILL HAVE COPPER-CLAD STEEL. 








According to the Journal of Industrial Engineering 
and Chemistry, a method has been discovered whereby 
steel can be coated with copper to any desired thick- 
ness and can be securely welded together so as to be 
amenable to any of the usual methods of metal work- 
ing without destroying the weld. In this process the 
steel is rolled into short round billets, which are sand- 
blasted and pickled to remove the scale. The billet is 
brought to red heat in a pre-heated, and then im- 
mersed in a copper bath which is in a super-molten 
condition, and forms as an alloy film on the billet. The 
billet is then centered in a tube mold and commercial- 
ly pure molten copper poured in around it. This forms 
a uniform shell, which is allowed to harden. The cop- 
per-clad billet thus formed is removed from the mold, 
and, after a washing heat, is rolled to the size desired, 
the proportional areas of the copper and steel remain- 
ing practically constant for all sizes. The tensile 
strength of this copper-clad steel is equal to, if not 
greater than, the steel which has been thus treated.

In some manner the cut used in the description of 
the pattern for frustrum of cone, fitting against a. 
surface of two inclinations, was changed and a pat- 
tern for another description for the same kind of a 
pattern was used in our issue of March 25th. Just 
how this error was made we have been unable to learn, 
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OPENING IN FLANGE . 
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centers, strike a line from C through 2’ to line 9-/, 
as shown by «° ; draw a line at right angles to line 9-; 
Take T square and draw a line indefinitely, at right 
angles to center line from point 9, cutting the center 
line at point 5°. Take the dividers and using 5°-0 
as a radius, describe a semicircle as shown by 9-5-1. 
Strike a line from 1 to C, thus completing the eleva- 
tion of cone. : 
Divide this semicircle into an equal number of parts 
and carry them vertically until they intersect the line 
9-1; from line 9-1 carry them in the direction of apex 
C, until they intersect the roof line 9’-x’-1’. We 
must now locate the point +’ or ridge on plan as fol- 
lows: Take straight edge and using C and +’ as 
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for these patterns and descriptions are watched very 
closely in THE AMERICAN ARTISAN Office in order that 
these mistakes will not occur. We publish the descrip- 
tion again this week and give the correct cut. 

In reply to the request of J. D. Nichols and 
Brother, of Neodesha, Kansas, for the pattern of a 
roof jacket, or,-in other words, the frustrum of a 
cone, fitting against a surface of two inclinations, I 
submit the following : 

First draw the line H-K indefinitely; located point 
x’, which use as center of ridge and draw the pitch 
of roof, in correct relation to line H-K, as shown. 
Then locate point o, the distance that the center cone 
is to be from the ridge x’ and draw a line parallel to 
line H-K, indefinitely ; locate the line A-B, the height 
required for the jacket and drawn at right angles to 
H-K, as shown. Space.points A-B equally on either 
side of center line of cone, the required diameter of 
pipe. Then take the straight edge and using point 4 
as a pivot, so to speak, swing straight edge until re- 
quired taper wanted, then draw a line from center line 
of cone through A to roof line as shown by C-A-9.

from point +° to outline of half circle as shown by +r, 
which will be the location of ridge on plan. 

From the points established on roof line 9’-«’-1 
draw lines at right angles to center line C-o-5, until 
they intersect the side of cone C-A-9, as shown. From 
C as center and with C-9 as radius describe an arc 
H-1, upon which lay off the stretchout of half plan 
as shown by points 9 to r. Then using C as center 
and the several points in the side 9-A as radius, as 
8-7-6-5-I-2-4-3-% and A, locate points on similarly 
numbered lines on stretchout as shown. A line traced 
through these points will be the required half pat- 
tern. Laps must be allowed as shown by the dotted 
lines. 

To draw the pattern for opening in roof flange, 
proceed as follows: 

Draw the line A-B (No. II) indefinitely; locate 
center line C-D, using C as center and the distances 
in half plan, as 2°-2, 3°-3, #°-%, 4°-4 and 5°-5; lo- 
cate them on C-D as shown (take note how they are 
numbered). 

With C as center, set off toward the several dis- 
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‘ances in elevation, as 8°-C, 7°-C, 6°-C and 5°-C, and 
draw lines to similarly numbered points on line C-D. 
\Vith C as center, set off towards B, the distances 
y-C, #°-C, 3°-C and 2°-C, and draw lines to similar 
numbered points on line C-D. 

With C as center, set off toward A the distances in 
elevation, as 8°-8’, 7°-7’, 6°-6’ and 5°-5’, as shown by 
&’-7’-6" and - and draw lines at right angles to line 
|-B, until they intersect similarly numbered lines as 
5-0, 6’-0, 7’-0 and 8-0; with C as center set off 
toward B the distances in elevation 4°-4’, x°-x’, 3°-3’ 
and 2°-2’, as shown by 2’, 4’, 3?’ and «’ and draw 
lines at right angles to 4-B, until they intersect lines 
of similar number as shown by 2’-0, 4’-0, 3’-o and 
r’-o. These lines will be the true lengths by which 
the opening in flange will be developed. 

Draw M-N indefinitely and set off on M-N the dis- 
tances on roof line as 1’, 2’, 3’, 4’, 5’, 6’, 7’, & and 9’ 
as shown, and draw lines indefinitely, at right angles 
to M-N, as shown in No. III. Take the several dis- 
tances of No. II, as 2’-0, }’-0, x’-0, 4'-0, 5’-0, 6’-0, 
7’-o and 8’-o, and set off on each side of M-N on 
similarly numbered lines. A line traced through these 
points will be the required opening in roof flange. 

In a later issue of THe AMERICAN ARTISAN I will 
show how to develop this pattern by triangulation, as 
in roof jackets of large diameter, with not much taper, 
it is difficult to lay out by the radial line process, on 
account of the large space necessary to lay out the ele- 
vation of the cone and stretchout for pattern.

A RECENTLY PATENTED FLUME. 





William M. Reynolds of Middletown, Ohio, has 
been granted United States Patent No. 986,025, on a 
flume, the patent having been assigned to the Ameri- 
can Rolling Mill Co., Middletown, Ohio. The flume 
comprises supports at the sides of the flume, a saddle 
disposed at each joint in the flume and having its ends 
connected with the supports. There is a metallic gut- 
ter resting in the saddles, the saddles being crimped 
in cross-section, and the gutter being composed of sec-

tions provided near their ends with inter-membering 
crimps, the exterior members of the crimps engaging 
within the saddles. There are curved rods lying with- 
in the inner crimps of the joints of the gutter and hav- 
ing their ends projecting above the side edges of the 
gutter, upwardly presenting shoulders at the ends of 
the rods, and clips secured to the supports over the 
supported ends of the saddles and having inward pro- 
jections engaging above the shoulders.

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 


There has been little doing in the hardware market 
the last week and conditions are just about the way 
they were in our last report. Dealers, however, are 
preparing for a good Spring business and heavy buy- 
ing will no doubt begin in a week or two. Agricul- 
tural and builders’ hardware are more active than 
other lines but there seems to be a lull in even these 
for the past week. While March has not been what 
can be called a bad month in hardware line, the busi- 
ness done does not compare with that done in Feb- 
ruary but the indications are that April will see a 
decided increase in the business. 

The base price of wire nails at the mill for jobbers 
is $1.80 per keg. The base price is $1.80 at the mill 
for carloads and $1.95 at the mill for less than car- 
loads. The base price of cut nails at the mill for job- 
bers is $1.95 per keg. The base price is $2.00 for full 
carloads at the mill and $2.10 for less than carloads 
at the mill. 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as fol- 
lows: Wire nails, jobbers’ car lots, $1.98; retailers’ 
car lots, $2.03, $2.10 out of store; painted barb wire, 
jobbers’ car lots, $1.98; retailers’ car lots, $2.05, with 
30 cents for galvanizing; plain wire to jobbers in car 
lots, $1.98, and to retailers in car lots, $2.05. 

Copper slating nails are quoted at 22 cents a pound, 
net. 


TIN PLATE. 


While there is not so much demand at present in 
the way of new orders in the tin plate market large 
consumers are specifying against contracts they placed 
some time ago. Domestic makers have been able to 
secure a larger percentage than usual of re-export busi- 
ness, the major portion of which formerly went to 
Welsh mills. The present price of tin plate to re- 
tailers, f. o. b. Chicago, is $8.90 for 100-pound, 20x28. 


OT 


SHEETS. 


The sheet market is quiet this week and remains 
just about as it did last week. There promises to be 
more activity in all steel lines and this will probably 
effect the sheet market later but the indications are 
that the market will be quiet for the next week or two. 
The Chicago price to retailers is $3.75 out of store 
per 100 pounds No. 28 gauge, galvanized. 





COPPER. 


There are no new features of importance to report 
in the copper situation this week. The market both 
here and abroad held steady, but business in standard 
continued quiet in a speculative way. There appears 
to be less demand on the part of consumers for elec- 
trolytic, which appears to be due to the fact that the 





demand for finished products is not as active as it was 


a short time ago. On the other hand producers ar: 
not pressing sales. On the call at the Metal Ex- 
change the market was dull. The London market 
opened dull and closed steady with spot showing a net 
decline of 3s 9d and futures 5s. Sales were 200 tons 
spot and 150 tons futures. The exports from New 


York amounted to 595 tons, consisting of bars, wire 


and cakes to Europe. The total exports so far this 
month are 18,591 tons. 


TIN. 


The market started out the week with a continua 
tion of the advancement noted at the close of the last 
week, but with the higher prices noted neither specu- 
lators nor consumers showed any inclination to op- 
erate. - There has been considerable activity recently 
in the shifting of contracts, especially in the transfer 
of spot into April. The London market was strong 
at the opening and firm at the close. The Singapore 
quotation was somewhat firmer. The rapid fluctua. 
tions during the week kept the market in a rather sen 
sitive condition, and at the close interest continued to 
favor the future positions as shown by the large pro- 
portions made in those contracts. 


LEAD. 


The New ,York and St. Louis lead markets were 
steady at previous prices. The exports from New 
York were 450 tons to Liverpool. Advices from the 
St.. Louis lead market report receipts past week 42,580 
pigs. against 48,890 the previous week. Receipts 
since Jan. 1, 652,030 pigs, against 501,800 last year. 
Shipments past week 23,300 pigs, against 25,490 the 
week before. Shipments since Jan. 1, 337,140 pigs. 
against 416,950 the same time last year. 


SPELTER. 


The New York market for spelter held steady at 
previous quotations, but the St. Louis market was 
easier. Advices from the St. Louis lead market re- 
port receipts last week 131,370 slabs. against 94,450 
the week previous. Receipts since Jan. 1, 1,066,860 
slabs, against 1,089,920 last year. Shipments past 
week 112,920 slabs, against 110,170 the week before. 
Shipments since Jan. 1, 152,740 slabs, against 972,150 
last year.

The 
London market is quoted at £34, for Hallett’s and 
£33 for ordinary brands, 


COKE. 


The coke market continues to show considerable 
activity and sellers are realizing higher prices than 
they have for some time. Several inquiries for last 
half delivery are now under negotiation and will be 
acted on soon. The furnace ovens are operating prac- 
tically full time. 

For standard Connellsville 72-hour foundry coke 
$2.00@2.25 is quoted for shipments over first half of 
this year. Standard 48-hour Connellsville coke is 
quoted at $1.55@1.65 for shipment over the next six 
months. 


IRON BARS. 


There is a moderate demand for iron bars and the 
market holds steady. 

Quotations are as follows: $1.30@1.35 for refined 
bars and $1.25@1.30 for ordinary. 





. PIG IRON. 


While there is a steady undertone to the situation, 
it is still within small compass. Buyers are not com- 
ing out openly for more than they need for current 
wants, but quite a little business has been done quietly. 
It is understood that in some cases prices in the Buf- 
falo district have been shaded slightly to meet buy- 
ers’ views. Sales of southern foundry have been 
made at $11 for delivery through and in some cases 
beyond the third quarter. It is understood that the 
order for 1,000 tons of foundry iron for the Crane 
Iron Works will go to southern furnaces. All of the 
larger dealers are now bidding on 6,000 tons of basic 
iron for the Dominion Iron & Steel Co., which will 
probably also go to southern furnaces. The American 
Locomotive Co. has ordered 7,000 tons of foundry 
iron to be delivered to the different plants of the com- 
pany. Considerable interest is being manifested in 
the reported consolidation of some of the larger pig 
iron furnaces in Virginia but plans are still said to be 
very indefinite. 

The iron tonnage placed last week was of small 
proportions. The market lacks the animation it had 
several months ago, and buyers do not yet appear to 
be convinced that the higher prices asked on forward 
shipments will become permanent. There are quite a 
number of small sales being made, but the tonnage in 
the aggregate is not large, and it is not generally be- 
lieved that there will be much change in the situation 
until some of the heavy stocks on the furnace banks 
are depleted. One dealer reports an inquiry for 1,000 
tons of No. 2x foundry iron from a Connecticut foun- 
dry, and one for 400 tons from a New Jersey foundry. 
There are also several lots of from 200 to 250 tons 
pending for southern iron to be delivered. In the 
eastern territory there are freer offerings of Alabama 
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and Virginia iron for second and third quarter ship- 
ment.. Most of the Virginia foundry interests are 
asking $13 for No. 2 foundry at the furnace, and it 
is understood that Alabama furnaces have not gone 
below $11 for No. 2 foundry, with practically no sec- 
ond half business being effected. Sales reported are 
for small tonnages of foundry grades and generally 
go to northern furnaces. Foundries appear to be 
pretty well covered for the second quarter and are 
now waiting to see whether the furnaces will hold for 
the higher prices they are asking for the last half. 
Furnaces in eastern Pennsylvania and New Jersey 
are quite firm in their views regarding deliveries for 
that period and the indications are that the market 
will drift for some time. Conditions in the South, 
however, are said to be much easier, reports stating 
that drastic concessions have been made in order to 
stimulate buying. This is supposed to be due to the 
large surplus tonnage of iron on hand and the desir- 
ability of shading quoted prices in order to clean up 
the yards. The St. Louis market is dull, although 
there is a fair business with small consumers. No in- 
quiries for large tonnages are coming in in the Cin- 
cinnati districts. The Chicago market is also dull 
and only a moderate amount of business is being con- 
summated in Pittsburgh.

Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly 
report: 

March has not distinguished itself in the way of pig iron 
sales. It has not been such a bad month, but as compared 
with February’s great record it has been poor. Yet shipments 
have been fair and the iron that is going out is being melted 
as fast as the foundries receive it. This is the most encour- 
aging feature of the situation. No iron is being accumulated 
in foundry yards, indeed many foundries are running from 
hand to mouth, so that as their business increases with the 
coming of the busy season they will need more iron. The 
reports we receive as to the prospects for general business in 
the iron trade are promising. The malleable iron works and 
the steel casting concerns are a bit slack, but otherwise the 
outlook is fine. The agricultural implement makers are un- 
usually rushed and are looking forward to a year of un- 
paralleled volume. The stove foundries are doing well. 
Machine tool works find a growing demand and all along the 
line there is an improved feeling. It is to be noted too that 
the railroads are not buying to any appreciative extent, and the 
iron trade is practically getting along without them, though 
as a rule they are the greatest customers for iron and steel. 

The past week has been the best in the month and there 
are several pending deals of the first magnitude. It looks now 
as if April would begin with a satisfactory tonnage. 

Prices during the month have not changed. The feature 
of the trade is the attempt of consumers to purchase at pres- 
ent quotations for shipment through the last half of the year 
and the refusal of the iron makers to sell for that long future 
delivery excepting at a premium.
